We ſhall allo find inſtances in the Scriptures of ſuch mi 
earih-quakes in the courſe ofGods providence gohn; before nctze 
ble Reformations of the Church, and we will begin with thy 
mentioned in the Text, 

There have been foure farnons Monarchies in the world the By 
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The Babylonian was lately fallen ic was now aboat the middeſt of 
the Perſian Kingdome, which continued for ſome 228. years,and 
then was utterly overthrowne by Alcxaxder the Macedonian cal. 
led Alexander the Great. 'He bronghr in the Grzcian Ki 

which continued divided amongſt his ſucceſſors (but with infirice 
troubles) 200. andodde yeers, and then was ſubdued by the Ro- 
mans. All theſe great changes (beſides very great oneramony 
the Romans themlielves) happened berween che time that the 
Prophet Haggai flonriſhed, andthecommung of Ctrift, The 
people of God, the people of the Jewes were under all theſe Mo- 
narchies, and held their Kingdom in vaſlalage of them,and astn- 
buraries to them, and therefore muſt needs partake of their com- 
motions, 28 indeed they did, for there were great alrerations in the 
Jewiſh State, both in Common-weale-and Church, ; 

For the civill Srate, ſometimes they were under a Prince of 
their owne Nation, ſometimes under a forreigne Governour ; 8 
Plate the Roman Deputy was over Jeruſalem, and the principll 
part of that Country in the time of our Savieur : Somerims 

were under Princesof the houſe of David, as Zerabbabe! 
and others: Somerimes their Princes were of another Tribe, # 
the Macchabeer, who are faidto beof Lev: by the Fathers = 
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ofthe Tribe of Judah by the Mother, ll at length Herod 
che Idamzan tyrant, by the favour of the Roman Emperours u- 
the Kingdome, flew H:rcanm the King his Father-in law, 
her with his owne Wife and Sonnes, being all of the Blood- 
royall and line of D avid, many of the Nobles of /xdab the whole 
canhedrim, or Councell of Elders.

Behold, 1 ſendunt 
you Prophers and Wiſe-men, and Scribes, and ſome ol themye 
(hall kill & crucifie and ſome ot them ye ſhall iconrgein youryy- 
n2g0gues and periecute them tom City to City ; tar all thatthey 
would kil noProphets,yet they conld make a ſhift among themto 
kill John the Baptilt,Srephen. James behide our Savior Chritt him. 
ſelfe the Lord of all che Prophets : Therefore ({aith our Saview) 
All the r1ghteous blood ſhed wpon the earth frrem Abel to Tachay 
fhall be required of the men of this generation, Mat, 27, fromve, 
29, tothe end. And lo it cameto pafle, for ſorne 36. or 37. yees 
atter onr Saviou's Aſcention, the State vt the ewes was utterly 
dillolved in a molt terrible calamiry,and ſo remaines to tha day. 

The great perlecutions of the Chriſtians, after they had furces 
ſed for a time, were molt voilently renewed above all that tac 
been betore.in the reizne of Drocle ſian, Marimmian, ca lu 
before the fall and ruineof the heathen Empire. 

Thus the anuchriſtianHierarchicall brood have in onr timets 
vivedall their fore-fathers idolatries, and perſecutions alſo, tov 
oreat an hight of extremity as polibly they could reach, or duct 
proceed : For it was not want of malice (wherein they goebe 
yond all their fore-fathers) char kept them from blood (wii 
taey did alſo ſhed in part. and we ſee what they doe now.) 

But becaule they durſt not ; it is (I rake it) agreeable tothe 
word, it ſhould be fo; beſides, there was a fatall concurrence 
of ſubordinate canſesto hinder them.therefore wonder not if you 
lee an earth-quake begin upon. 

When the enemies vf Religion make an atrernpr uponihe 
whole Church cogcther to ruinext : I is with the Church as with 
a_great City ; it 15 very moleſtious to have an Enerwy..King Te 
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lnofe off with a mighty Army to hinder all crade and craffique, 
zndto carch up and kill now one Citizen, then anocher , bur if 
he hath once begirt 1t with a ſtrong ſiege, made! many *oreat 
breackes & threatens to kill man, woman and child, if the King, to 
whom that City belongs, intend to {ave ir, he maſt now appeare 
to their reſcne : Even ſothe Lord can endure the enerr.ies and 
perſecutors of h1s people tor a long time to deltroy row one, 
then another of his Saints, (though they ſhall at laſt hreare of him 
for it) but when once they determine and endeavour to cur chens 
of from being a Nation, that the nanse of [,rael may be no more in 
remembrance, now the Lord malt of neceſſity, and will eft-toor!'s 
appeare , for it he ſhould ſuffer all hts Church and people to be 
delitoyed, what ſhould he doe to bus great Name ? joſh.7. 9. he 
muſt needes have a people to beare vp his Name before the 
world- 
Doth Pharavb to all his other cruell perſecutions addethis. that 
he wil deltroy all the male-children ot Iſrael > (for that firikes 2t 
the root of the Church) why, now have at Pharaoh, you ſhall 
heare of ſome miſchiefe upon «£ gypr ere tbe long: Doth Hay. 
mon geta cruell decree againlt the Jewes, to defiroy them altoge. 
ther npon one day, ſo ro cur off the necke of the whole 
Church, as it were, at one blow, and that upon a pretence, that 
their law** differ from all other Nations, and that they keepe not 
the Kings lawes, and that it was not for the Kings profit to ſuffer 
them ; (an ordinary accuſation againſt the Saints) Heſter 3.8 g, 
Well, now beware Hamon ; if we read forward we ſhall find him 
hanged anon upon his own gallow's. made for another, Heſt.7.0. 
When Gog will needs come againſt the Land of Iirael, then 
ſhal Gods fury come wp im hus face, Ezek. 48. trom the 18, ver. to 
theend : Surely in that day the Lord will make a great ſhaking 17 
the Land, ſo that all Creatures ſhall (bake at his preſence, the moun. 
tains ſhall be thrown down, and every wall hall falta the ground, he 
will call fcr a ſword agamſt him throughout all his mountain; every 
mon [word ſhall be againſt his brother, he wil plead againſt him 
in peftilence,blood bailftones fire and briumſtone frc.When and 
hit Armies doe compaſſe about the Campe of the Saints the 
beloved ( #ty, intending to ruine all (for that I raketo be the Err- 
Pafis bf this word compaſſe ahont ond this by the way) is the laſt 
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enzmy that ever the Church of Chritt hall conflict withall here 
upon earth) thin ſuddenly fire comes down from God out of heavey 
aid d:voures them, Rev. 20. 9. 

The adverſaries of Religion have now of late made delperate 
acrempts upon the whole Church, plotted rh&ruine of ic every. 
where, and hadas they imagined a compleat victory, both bere 
andelſe-where; they rode in triumph : The great Whore began 
to fing and to ſay ſhee was now 4 © »cen agarmme, was no widow and 
ſhould ſee no ſorrow, &c. but whileſt the meat \vas yet 1m ther 
wnreuthes, the heavy wrath of God fell upon them, Loe, even mthe 
middeſt of their triumph a» hand-writing upon the wall, thatrels 
them, God hath numbered their Kingdome and finiſhed tt: An 
eurth quake rakes them, and hath already ſhaken thouſancs of 
them downe into the pit themſelves had digged for others; and 
the carth at this preſent doth terribly tremble under ther whole 
Kingdome. 

When the Lord ariſeth to the ſuccour of his people upen their 
fuferings and ſupplications : For the oppreſſron of the poore ard the 
ſcehing of the needy, I will now ariſe ſaith the Lord. [ will ſet hmm 
"I ſafety Com im iihat puſferh a him, P/al. 2, F- and thele words 
ite as pare 11d true as refined filver,ver. 6.When the bd of the 
Sints eryed, Rev. 6, 10, and their prayers alſo, Rev. B, 3,4. 5,6. 
Inſtantly the Cer. r that ( ought up their prayers 12 f11-d with fire, 
«ed that calt down upon the earth, and immediatly follow (barde- 
rings, lo brenmgs.and an earth. quake f ure Angels with T rumpets 
/jonnd a deftance againſt the World, and n; on thax icllow foure 
plagazs that utterly ruine the Roman Empire. 

Now God is riten upon the prayers and teares of bis people, 
ging unyer the intollerable oppreſſiors of Hierarchy, Pre- 
ines, High-cammiſſion, &c.i\who Lorded ic over their faith and 
eon{ciences 2nd ryrannized over their bodies-and eftarey)&crying 
no him day and night for helpe. For I am confident there ws 
ſtxrce everthe like cryingof that nature inthe werld, as of late 
yeares there hath been in England; why Chould it not ſtill be 
continued > The Lord therefore being up, will not fit downe'® 
gawe ;ill be have done his worke and; hath made his enenres bit 
ene and his peoples footfoole. And whereas the enemics doe 
«ontult wich hell, dipgirg deere and inthe dark® ; (for Godspere

The great Earth-quike whereby the Kinydomes of the grand 5/2** + 


Antichriſt, with his whore of #45/en, 'and all their ſapporters, 
hallbe mterly ſubverted in 4!l Nations, draw's neere, if jt be noc 
Uready entered, 1 may well put an If co it, it is fo probable. Tt 
may poſſibly be with us, as it was with che people of the Jews 
when our Saviour Chriſt came inthe fleſh, or with the Churches 
of the Gentiles when Agrichriſt came; our Saviour was both 
come and gone before the Jew's generally would know him for 
tne Meſſiah; and Antichriſt yas growne t9 his { Kury to bis ful! 
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age and (tature, before the world tooke any notice of him tillthe 
Waldenſes and Albigenſes, neere 300. yeares agoe, begana link 
to diſceme him. I mach ſuſpeRt che lalt 26. yeares, ever ing 
the troubles began in Bohemia, Anno 1618, 1 much more (aſped 
the laſt ſeven or cight yeares, ever fincethe ſticres began in Sea. 
lard; but molt of all theſe laft foure yeeres, ever (ince, thathy 
the endeaveurs of this noble Parliament 1D England, the Pro. 
phers are begun to be raiſed, as it were trom the dead, the ene. 
mies to be mightily oppoſed ; their triumph over the Prophen 
here ended, their power alſo beginning to be broken and rwned, 
Beſides, ſince that time the Rorme, like a mighty whiclewi 
hath pafſed over into, andaſlayled, mary other Nations, and the 
fire doth continue (till there, and proceeds further and further, 
barning moſt fiercely and ragingly. 

That this g:and earth-quake isat hand, or elic begun, appexres; 
Þocanſc the Beaſt, Antichrift,who is to- fall by it, is jo well firick. 
en-in yeeres, and ſo necrehis end. The whole terme of his lik 
and reigne, without the wembe (for the myRery of iniquity wa 
framing this Embrio, even from the Apoſiles times, 2 Theſc2.1.) 
1s two and fourty months; Reve,1 3.5. or one thouſand twohm, 
dred and (ixty dayes, that is one thouſand two hundred and fity 
yeares. patting a day for a yeare, as we tinde it in other inflances, 
Namb,14.34. Exck,q4.6, Dar.9.24- Now, thele yeares grow to- 
ward their full period and expiration; tor it is well neer ſo much 
rime lince they began, Thus will be made appeare by theſe two 
mdices. 

Firſt.it is almoſt ſolong time finee the Papall fate became the 
ſeventh head of the Roman Monarchy ; and when ic begantobe 
that head, then it beganto be the Bealt, Rev.t7.1s, That we may 
underſiznd this, we are to looke upon the text, Reve,r 7.9, 10.11 
Here 11 the winde that hath wiſdome, the ſeven heads are feves 
moun'ames ou which the woman ſits ; and there are ſeven Kuy!, 
five we fallen, and one it, the other it not yet come, and when be 
rommeth he muſt continue a ſhort ſpace, and the beaſt that was and 
bs w_, even hg u the eighth, and «1 of the ſeventh, and gorthints 
per tion, 

The ſeven heads of the Roman Monarchy lignifie two thing: 
k(t, ſeven hils upan which the woman (ics ; is, upon wid 
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the Ciry was built (for the Ciry is called a woman, ver.18.) and 
ſeven Kings. 

The ſeven hils were famouſly celebrated by heathen writers, 
long before the Apoſtle writ his Reve/ation, Their names were 
thele, the Palatine, the Caproline, the Aventine, the E ſquiline, 
the Bun mall .the Vimmall, and the Jamcalar hils, 

The heads did alſo ſignihie ſeven Kings ; that is, ſeven ſeverall 
ſapreme formes of Government that have beene in Rowe : which 
makes Davie! when he deſcribes the foure Monarchies. compa- 
ring them to foure Bealls, ſay, that this was divers from all the 
et, Dan. 7.8. The leyen leverall regimentyare theſe : firſt, Kings; 
ſecondly, Tribune ; thudly,Decemvirs; fourthly.Di&arors ; fitt- 
ly, Corus ; fixtly ,Emperours ; (all theie are enumerated by T «- 
c:tus inthe beginning of his Hiltory) leventhly.Popes. 

Of theſe, five were fallen when the Apoſtle received the Re. 
relation ; that is, Kings, Tribunes,Decemvirs.DiFators, Conſuls. 
Gne 1: ; that is, the Emperonr a Sou'dier choſen for the moſt part” 
by the Armies» And th: oth:r 1s not yer come, He dach not lay 
the ſeventh, bat th- other ; pointing no doubt at the Chrillian 
Emperour, who did not differ from the heathen Emperour as a 
ditin& forme of Governm. nc (tor they were boch Souldiers;ar;1 
choſen by the Sonldiers ; ) bur in the quality of his perſon; the 
one hating & perſecnting. the other loving and proteRing chriſt-.. 
in Religion, And when he comes he muſt continge a ſhort {þace, 
For the Empire after it came into thehands of the Cheriftians, 
ltood but a ſhore time in 1ts {trengeh,a marter of :eventy or cigh- 
ty yeares, from abour the middle of the reigne of Contantine the 
great (for till chen-he was exerciſed with mighty warres againſt 
the heathen Emperours) unco the end of the reigne of-T heodoſ;us 
the great, ſrom about As. 316- or 329. untill 295- 

lt followes in the pext verſe, the beaſt rhat was and 51 not, ever 
he it the eighth, and it of the ſeven, The beaſt that wa, Vit, the 
Papal! ate was in reſpeR of the bulke of the Empire, whereof 
hes a horne. And ir not ; that is, hath nor any preſenc exiſience:

Now here lyes the argament. Tr is well cowards the end of we 
the 1260, yeeres lince the Pope became the head of the Reman thy 
Kingdome : ergo, the earth.quake that muſt ruine him and hy th 
Kinydome draweth ncer. To mzke this appeare, we ace to know, el 
there were (as tome have ob!erved) diuers degrees of the fall cf 
that vat body of the Rowan Empire, One after the death of ju. th 
lan the Apottate, about 365. for then the batbatous Nations in. Fw 
vaded, and made huge havocke in the Provinces of the Ermpire, p 
A ſecond was about 4s, 410. when Rome it teife was lack -t 
Alaricus the Goth, and the Empire diimembred. A thirds b 
bour A®.

bh me take the boldneſle to interpoſe one notable one (ſome. 

-rimes ſnggeſted our of a learned manuſcript) about Av. 395. xt 
the death of Theodo/is the great : The barbarous Nations had 
made many attempts betore, but were from time to time, eſpeci. 
ally by his valour, repelled ; but upon 1s death they brake in like 
a luge inandation, bare downe the Empire before them, ſhivered 
it into an hundred pieces, {© as it never recovered any more. 

This great earth-quake was at leaft hxty yeates in doing its 
worke for ſo great a body, as the Empire could not by created 

humane meanes be ruined ina ſhort time, And it is very remark- 
;2ble, both becauſe it made (o great a change inthe Kingdomes of 
Europe and Aff-ick,, planting them almoſt univerſally with new 
Nattons and names ; and in ipeciall, becauſe that forme brovghe 
our fore fathers into this land, ſetling here a new Nation and 
language. It is thirdly allo obſervable, becauſe in it the ſixth head 
of the Roman Monarchy the Emperour,went off and the ſeventh 
the Pope came on ; onely the queſtion 1s, about which of theſe 
times and degrees of the Empire deſtruction. 

Haply not ſo high as 7*41ans Ceath, for the Empire Rood in 
good firengrth after that for thirty yeeres at leaſt : Nor fo low 8 
455- when it wat quite broken, and not long after loſt its very 
name ; but ſomewhere berween, v:z, either about 410. when 
Rome it (elfe, the head of the Empire was taken, or racher about 
Arn.:96.whentheEmpire firſt beyan to be rained,that is, plas w9- 
2% about 450, yeers atter Chriſt, Eve 
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| Evenasthe ſeventy years of the Jewes captivity, are notto he 
computed from the 11, of Zedekzah when the City and Temple 
were taken and burnt and the Stare diſſolved ; for from that time 
there be not (ixcy years inall, till cheir returne under {rw ; but 
they mult be reckoned from the captivity of Jehojakrm ten or

Now if the Beaſts reigne began about 4v5- after Chriſt, then is 
there above 1 240. gone of his 1260. yeeres, ſo that the roining 
exrth.quake mult-needs approach. And a man may wonder thas 
ſomuch worke ſhould be done in ſo ſhort a time as ſeemes to be 
remaining to it throughout Ewrope, yea, thronghout- the world, 
but that the Text rels us it 15 the greatelt eatth- quake that-eyer

And yer forther (which: may lef{en the abſardity) beforerthar, 
you ſhould have 1n the Romn goverment ſometimes. as jr were, 
0 heads at once ; as Conus, who were tor their yeere; and a 
Dittator, choſen ir. may be for three months: or (ix months. upon - 
ome extraordinary extgences and ncefſties of the Stare, who 
watfor the time ſupreme. and name'y, in matters of yarte, as 
vg Conluls were fwpreme for atbes civill affures. . w 
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The earth-quake whereby Antichriſts Kingdome is to be rainel 
approaches, Or is already entered, as may apreare by this ſecond 
Indice or evidence : Becaule it is almoſt 1260, years fince theten 
Kings began.and the Beaſt with ther, as may appeare, Rev, 
17.12. 7he ren hornes which thou ſaweſ}, are ten K mgs, which 
have recerved no Kingdome as yet, Out recerved power as Kny: 
oxe houre with the Beaſt 

The ten Kmgs, are the many Kirgdomes that ſprang upout ef 
the ruines of the Empire. as the Kingdome ct Eng /and, the King 
dorne ot France, the Kingdome ot Spare, &c. 

Theſe are called hornes aptly, becauſe Antichriſt did withthem 
as the Bealt doth with his horne (fo the Dragon, «. e, the heathen 
Erapire had done before with them whilſt they were his hornes, 
Rev. 12 3.) that is, propugne himſelfe, and oppugne tus adverlz- 
ries : For this hath been Antichriſis courſe all along, to pulh 
downe and gore even to death, for the molt part, all thoſe that 
oppoſed his idolatries and hzrefies, in all Nations, by theſe Horner, 
that is, by the Kings and p2oples of thote Nations,who have given 
their power aud (irepgth to the Beaſt, Rev. 1 7. 13. and whodce 
generally continue it to the Beaſt with one mind and conſent, 
making warre for him againſt the Lamb almolt all.and that molt 
wy ery unto this day. 

Which have recerved no Kingdome as yet. For when the Apo. 
file wrote, there were no ſuah Kings, 1 rerwss natur7 4,0 exilient 
1m the world, as the King of Eng/and. the King of France, &c- 
Theſe Kingdomes then were hornes of the Dragon, s.'s. Provin. 
ces of the Empire,and therefore in the deſcription of the 
Rev. 12, 3.the Crownes are not (aid to be upon the hornes, 
1s, upon the Kingdomes, who had then no K f their owe, 
but pon the heads, that is, upon the immperiall head at Rome ; i 
for inſtance, this Land Br:ttaine, was inthe Apoſtles time a Pro- 
vince or Kingdome, but it had no King of its owne and fo n0 
Crowne ; that was upon the head of the Emperour at Rowe, apd 
he had ſupreme power over this Iſlrnd ; but when theie King- 
dames becamethe hornes of the Beaſt, they came alſo to have 
peculiar Kings of their owne; England had and hath its King 
France its King, &c, and therefore in the deſcription of the 
Bealt the Crownes ace rot (aid to be upon the heads, bat vpon the 
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bernes : upon hu hornes ten crownes, Revel, 11.1, 

But recerved power as K ings one houre with the Braff ulu Geep 
that is, the Kings and the Beaſt began their reigne together, Now 
the Kings and Kingdemes began to arife abour 4». 400. after 
Chriſt, when the Empire began ro be deſtroyed; haply ſome of 
them a little betore ; for they had begun to e the Empire 
foure or five yeeres before, and ren. wh might then begin to 
be called Kings (tor God lookes at (and fo are we to looke at) 
realities.) The Hittortes indeed doe not ipeake much of them 
under the rame and notion of Kings untill after 400. or 410. 
but the Hiftories are very confuſed, and no wonder, tor thole 
were times of mo!t ſtrange confuhon, 

The Beaft is ſaid to begin with them at one and the ſame houre, 
wa 5227, or as the word may be interpreted .the firlt koure ; the 
word inthe Greeke rext that hgnifies one (as all that have any 
{mattering in that language know) ſignihes alſo, firlt ; and ſor 
may be interpreted, that the Beaſt began eo rile the very fictt 
houce the Kings began to riſe ; rather then the firlt houte after 
they were rilen, tor therein is a difference of many yeeres. it be- 
ing almolt ſixty yeeres from the firſt breaking of the Empire, 
betore ten Kingdomes were ſet up in it. That che word that is 
tere tranſlated one. is aſed allo to ſignifie firſt, ye may ſee in myg- 
ny inftances, as in that for one, Luke 24 41. m N w9Z 5 calle, 
which is word for word. one day of the Sabbaths or weeke ; bur 
is generally rendered {and o the meaning is) the firſt day of the 
weeke the women came to the Sepulcher, Now if the Kings and 
the Beaſt began their reigne together 1o long ſince, as above Ar, 
400, plus mages ; then is the earth quake that is to ruine him, 
andthem alſo if they perſiſt tn his {ervice,(Dan. 2.44 45+» Rev 19, 
13,19, ©c.)neer at hard.

and that is his primacy or ſupremacy : This ſupremacy hath ini 
two things that make it up ; one is a claiming of authority over 
che conſciences of men, and fo over their faith and worſhip; ſe, 
condly the extending of this power to ailChurches inallNations, 

I will not (ay that theſe rwo are the ſame thing, nor that 
ins both from one and the (ame root ;, but ſurely this I may ſay, 
they are neer a kinne & have their roots not farre aſunder,ecanſe 
they are generally (till found in one and the ſelte ſame perſon, 

That both thele meet in the grand Antichritt will appeare. 

Fir't, he arrogares authority over the foule ; ſo much Itakets 
be intimated 1n thoſe words of Damel (peaking of him. Dan.7.1 
17e hall fbcahe great words againſt the moſt high, and thinks is 
char he tines and lawes; that he ſhall arrogate power to himlelfe 
to change Gods lawes, as in coyning and altering Arncles of 
Faith, axoiming worſhip for God. &c. high words, great word: 
«c.in/t Ged ; fo the Apciile, 2 Thef. 3. 4 He at God fits 'n the 
Tempie of God, rewing himſelfe that he is God. How does he 
that > viz. by Lording it over the coniciences of Gods peopleu 
if he were God, and - 2 he deprives Chriſt of one of the 
prircipa'l Flowers of his Crown, which is to have domimon over 
the Faith : {ce more for this. Rev. 13-5 6.15, 16. 

Secondly, the great Antichrilt is to extend this power, at leal; 
prelumprtively and intentionally. where he cannot doe it actualy 
over all Kmareds, Tongues and Nations, Rev. 14.7 * 

It is Antichriſtian to claime ſuch authority,ctcugh but over ore 
man, or one Church ; It is more Antichiiltian to claime ſuch au- 
thority over many Churches, as the Hierarchicall Biſhop uſerhto 
do;'t iz yet more Antichriſtian to claim this authority over whoie 
Provinces as the Hierarchicall Archbiſhop uſerh to dozir is yet ii 
more Annchriſtian to claim it over many Provinces & Kmg 
as theHierarchicall Patriarch n{eth to do;buryer all theſe do nots- 
mount to the grand Antichriſt, yhy>becaule «here maybe a greateT; 
but now he that claims {ch ſoveraionty over all the Churchesof 
the world.i3 the grandAntichriſt indeed, for there cat be no gre 

Now. this the Pope doth ; yea, that he may be ſure to challenge 
uv largea Dominion as Chrilt hath, be doth not onely arrogate 
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zuchority over all the wortd, bur alfo in heaven and hell where 
Chrit hath power, yea, even in purgatory where Chriſt hath no 
wer 

"He that ſhall but looke upon the ſentence condemnatory, of 
Pope Leo the renth, in his his Bull againft Lather, will find this 
trus ; wherein he doth nor labour to convince Luther of errour, 
by ſolid demonſtrations out of the Word of God, but mainly be. 
cauſe his doRrine was contrary to the decrees of Popes. &:c, He 
dochglio charge and command all Patriarchs, Metropolitzns, Pi i. 
mates, Arch-biſhops, Biſhops, and all other eccleſialticall orders 

downwards, even to the begging Fryars ; and then all Kings, E- 

letors of the Empire, Princes, Dukes, and ſoon; and art laſt, a'l 

men throughout the Univeriall world (the very voyce.proper. and 

native language of the grand Antichriſt) upon paine ot che great 

Excommunicartion, that they doe not embrace Lather*s doctrine, 
nor adhere to, or favour his perſon, , 

Now the Popes have challenged this ſupremacy in ſome de. 
orees, for above theſe 1240. yeares: Not to ipeake of their clai- 
ming the title of univerſall Biſhop, nor yet their alluming the t1- 
tle of Pontifex Maximu, the name of the chiefe heatheniſh 
Prieſt among the Romans, which dignity many of the Emperoury 
had annexed to their imperiall greatneſle, (which Grat:an the 
Emperour firſt renounced about Ar. 280. and the ret atter him) 
they did abone that time plainly arrogate and uſurpe a judiciary 
power over the Churches : To omit their authoritative excom- 
munications, ſore whereof had been long betore ; they 1d then 
clame this Prerogative, that appeales aught to be made to the 
Biſhop of Rome from all Churches, and he rogive the laſt defini- 
tive ſencence ; yea, ſo zealous were they abour this, that Av. 418, 
and 419. three Popes Zoſimms, Boniface, Coleſtine, did in the fixt 
Concill of Carthage, in which St. Augnſtme was preſent, inthe 
Cauſe of one Appiarims, who had a ed out of Aﬀricke unto 


Rome (23 many had done before) not onely challenge the recei- 
ving of Appellations from all Churches, bur alſo forge a decree cf 
the great Cormcill of N+ce. which had been almoſt an hundred 
yeares before to ſupport it, This was by the Fathers of che 
Syhod indeed then rejeRed, and the pretended Canon found to 
be forged and ſpurious : Yer was this as a right, by the oor 
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then challenged, I never thinke upon thele things, but meth, 
I lee the grand Antichrilt, asa great big Embryo, (welling inthe 
wormbhe, ready to come forth, or rather, as a child lately borne y. 
ing in his cradle ; fo that it is probable, 1t not more then probs. 
ble, that between 390. and 410. Antichrilt began. 

Dane! ipeaking ot theſe horps, intimates that the little home 
Antic\rilt, that grew lo great, ſhould come up atter the reſt, Dag, 
7. 24. 

He ſpeakes as it was in his perception and obſeryation, tHe lat: 
herne r ſe with the relt. but he did not noc diicerne it, untill he 
con\idered the hornes as it were with a prying eye, ver..$, andy 
it was inthe Vinton, {o it was inthe accompliſhmeat-indeed; he 
role imperceptibly, becauſe the world miltooke what manner of 
creature he ſhould be. 

No : we may rather ſuſpeR that Antichriſt was vp beforethe 
Kings, the Papacy having {uch firange appearances ot | im, beface 
any of the Kings {prarg up ; and {0 lome read thoie Worcs, 
Rev. 17.12, they recerved power as Kings one hoare (not wibhike 
Beaſt ) but aſter the Keaſt, ww 1. $0402, not pwn T4 Trace. 

The two Witneſles ſpoken of, Rev, 11. are not yer ſlaineby 
the Bea(t, neither is his eriamphover them for three dayes anda 
halte palt, and therefore the Beaſts ruine cannct be-lo neate.:

jathe yeare 1618. began the devaſtation of the Chorehein 
FR ohemia, the lame hire preſently takes hold upon the Provinces 
thereof, Moravia, Sileſia, Luſatia; proceeds to Auitru wi 
Hunoaria, files over allo to the Palatimate, and ſo by 
wa'tes all the Provincesof bro2d and wide Germany, killing the 
\Witnelics generally in them all, 

An. 1621. the ftorme afſayles the Churches of France, wnd 
thouvh by certaine intervals and ſpaces berween,overcomes them 
and the Witneſſes in them. And though by the Providence of 
God they have ſome, yer (I take it) bur a very precariall libeny, 
unto this very day- x 

Very lately the Witneſſes have beene overcome and flainein 
Polon:a, (o that a very tew yeares agoe, the Goſpell was preact- 
ed publiquely bur onely in ewo places in all thoſe vaſt Domi- 
nions. 

Laſt of all, came in the ſlarghter of the Witneſſes in'or 
Churches of England, Scotland and Ireland, and (as it is proby- 
ble) was brought ro its period and perfe&tion, when the threepre- 
cious witnefles of Chrit were fo ontragiouſly ſentenced, hat 
their eares cut off, and were afterwards moſt unjuſtly and 
ly exiled. The enemies then accounted themſelves to have 
tained a compleat victory, and fo began their Song of triumpi. 
For I doubt nor, but this faR of theirs was in the enemies ſence, 
an univerſa!l ſignal to al the Popiſh world thatthe day was theits 
and a perfe&t yiRory gotten; every place was fill'd with their re- 
jJoycunps. 

Now, fic that three dayes and an halfe ; thar is, juſt three 
yearesand an halfe, in a manner from the ſlaughter ofthoſerhree 
wicneſles, were paſt ; by the meanes of this happy Parliament, # 
by a voyce from heaven, the Prophers begin to ariſe = v 
from the dead, and among them thoſe three ſervants of od an! 
an earth.quake begins to ſhake the enemies in all theſe three 
Kingdomes ; and no doubr will proceed further. 

Neither let any man diſpiſe this, for the Beaſts eriumph i 
( 
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three dayes and a hal fe: whenloever ic comes, is neceſlacily to be 
computed and zftimared, not from the end of the {laughter in all 
the Charches,but from the (laughter that (hall be in chat Church, 
wherein the Prophets ſhall be laſt Nlaine, which very probably 
ws our Chorch. Neither can we imagine it to be otherwile, un- 
eſſe we ſhould ſurmile the (laughter of che Propheis to end in all 
the Churches at once ; which confidering the worke is to be done 
in ſomany ſeverall States and Nations, 1s hardly poſſible. Beſides, 
the Bzalt hath inlulted longer then three yeares and an halfe 0- 
ver the Witneſles that were firſt (laine in other Churches - but 
the Text ſpeakes ot his generall eriumph, which coul4 nor be, 
untill he had overcome hus adverſaries in a!l the Churches evcn2- 
rally : andre Propnets reſurrecion is hut yer, es it were in its 
very beginning; for they (till lye Naine in-molt of the Churches,

but 1t they |:ave any piot in hand, get the heavens open fer wile- 
dome to dilcover it ; if any encerprize, get trom thence power 
to defeat It ; make it appeare to the eneuics tiat Goas . people 
have power with God, 

Execut: judgement for God, every one as -farre as his youny 

will firetch, Fitlt, doe judgement upon thive owne lelte for thy 
ſinnes, in all waycs of godly revenge, as by Falting &c.Sing mer- 
Ct and agement to thy Family, as David Pſa.ror, Dcethy beſt 
that jadgemer:t that hath beene turned into Wormewood and 
Herlcocke, may run downe like a mighty {ireame, in publique; 
and where thy bard cannot reach a bloy, or caft a ſtone at apide- 
later, blaſphemer, perſecutor, &c. let thy heare, at, leak doe it. 
For if a mans conlenting to, or approving of an act of injuſice 
may inguile htm, as I may ſay, init; as ut was with he Yo 
whoſe [tate was ruined for killingChriſt ard the fr gra 
molt part of them had never ſcene any of them, Mat.23-37-v 
may not a mans execating judgernent, with his heart, when he 
64n proceed no further, be accepted, in reſpet of him, for ava 
of juttice, by him that is pleaſed both in good and evill aftionsgo 
Accept the will tor the deed ? 
- Thisduty is principally incumbent apoy the Magiſtrate, who 
18 to execnte the judgement of the Lord, not nag 1's, 
ſelfc pleaſerh ; bur according to the rule of the Word, for 
matter and manner. 

Fer the Matter,man hath no warrant either to leave grofſe and 
horrid finnes unpuniſhed in the committers of them ; Fch as re 
the ring-leaders in idolatry and perſecution; nor yet to commute 
or change the yature of the puniſhment. As (by rhe way) I que- 
fiion, whethcr a pecuniary mulct, eſpecially if it be alone, be a 
proper puruſhment for a iweater, or blaſpherwer ; bur it rather 
ought to be perſorall. And hers I cannot £00! bat with griefe 
take notice of a milerable failing in our firſt Reformation, that 
the Maile pricſts were ſuffered (till co continge ip their a 
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fox he that had (aid oc fungMaſle the la't Lords day(an it he were 
z Preacher had Preached tor Popery) if be would but take the 
nw Oct of Sapremacy and rea! the Service-Booke this Lords= 
diy, was accounted a (ufhcie't reformi't 2 d admitted to the Mi.

Clergie being their naturall, genuine and proper polterity. Ler 
not [nch a ſinne therefore lye any longer upon the State ; our 
(chere'ore worthy Senators) with all the generation ot erroni- 
02s Teachers, Altar-worfhippers &c, and prophane ones. that 
haye made {o many abnorre the Offerings of the Lord. If any 
NIjeR, chat the Church will chen be-deſticace of Paſtors, 1 an- 
{yer : I know no warrant at all that chere is, to put or keepe ſuch 
Wolves among Gods flocke. Secondly. chat a thoutand or two 
of goldly and able men well diſtributed, if the other were our, 
might by Gods bletſing doe more good by far, then now doe all 
the Minitters in England, 

Nay, I rake 1t to be an abſolute daty of them- that have power 
192je.t them, (belides, what may be laid otherwite) cven by the 
equity and analogy of that Text, Ezek, 44.10,12,13. The Lepuer 
hat are gore away farre from me, which went aitray from me 6f. 
ter their idols, ho ſhall even beare their iniquity , becauſe they

Now if this be is, 
I wonder what pnniſhmene will be found ont facable to the 
crimes of tome male atiors now in queſtion, who have wickedy 
endevcured to ſeduce many whole Kingdoms, quite to ſupprefse 
and extinguiſh true Religton m them (if not chroughoutthe 
world\ who have proudiy trampled upon all-lawes and eitates, he- 
ing undoubtedly, 1f all things were laid together, of the grenef 
if not ablolurely the greateit cranigreizors that ever were firce 
men were upon the earth, 

For the Manner, the Word requires that judgement be executed 
with the ſpirit of juſtice or judgement; of which the Text ſpeaks 
Iſa. 28, 6. In hatred of ſinne, love of God, Zeale for bu glory, # 
Phenehas did ; orherwile, if you puniſh a MalefaSor with 
who hath deſerved it inſtead of raking away an old murder, you 
adde a new. and (hal be puniſhed accordtmgly, judgement ought to 
returne to juſtice, ®/a/.94.15. 

We have two remarkable examples in the Scriptures werthyto 
be taken notice of by all that are in anthority, of two Kings tha 
were both rewarded and puniſhed for the very ſame thing. 

Baaſha deſtroyed Nadab and the houſe of Jeroboam, Jebud- 
{troyed Jehoram, Jez.ab-land the whole houſe of Ahab ; bothot 
them had the Kingdome of 1ſrael for their paines ; and yetffoc 
theſe very as, both their Families and Poſterities were defiroy. 
ed. Baaſha becauſe he killed him, viz. Nadab, 1 Kin. 16. 7. u06 
ſo / will avenge the blood of Jerreel upon the houſe of Jon ſaith 
the Lord, Hoſ. 1.4. And (© it came to paſſe, as may be ſeenen 
both their Hitiories; What was the caofe, was there equity i 
tl:is > Yes: the thing done was juſt, to puniſh theſe idolatrow Fr 
miltes ; bat the manwer of doing it utterly diſpleaſed God, be- 
cauſe it was rot done in the love of jnſtice,%c.and ſo in reſpeRt@ 
God; bur out of ſpleen and ambition to ger the Kingdome: 
That it was not done by either of them as an at of pep 
chey 


red, in that they both continued in the ſinnes of Jereb 
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they leemed to puniſh, 1 Kiw.15.34. 2 Ain10-29, For that Ma. 
oiflrare or man that lives openly in the finne he puniſheth in a. 
nother, cannot doe it as ana of juſtice, and ſo doth rot pleaſe 
God ; not to ſpeake of this, that be that pnaiſhech one {inne, as 
ſuppole thett, becauſe God would have it puniſhed, and lo doth ir 
anadt of juſtice, will alſo for the very lame reaſon puniſh ano. 
ther finne a& much or mGre octousto God, as blaiphemy, ſnea- 
ring, idolatry, is his arme be {trong enough and long enough to 
rexch the Offenders , which very thing may pur (1 teare) ſome 
upicion ſometimes uporr our pudl _ juſtice, in matter of 
thelt, &c, and makes-it queHonable, whether ic be done out of 
right principles, as becaule it 13 inne againſt Gol, and puniſhable 

by his Word, or onely becauſe man iscreſpaſied, or no ;_ which if 

it be (0. che very lawes herein ought co be reformed. 

Iwill not init upon Mis, that judgement ought to be executed 
wandly and ſpeedily ( though protwatting of 1t often rakes off 
(great part of the edye of juitice: ) but-I urge the doing of it in 
the manner before ſpoken. 

Give me leave for a concluhonofthis point, to-adde theſe two 
Mortives, for enſorcing the duty. 

This execution of judgement is one of the beſt meanes inthe 
wotld co expiate. 1f I may 1o (ay, the old finnes of a Nation ; as 
wmely, the old idolatries and perſecutions, in which kindes our 
Land is infinitely guilty. Far behdes univeriall ftrange and long 
contmned idolatries, there is {carce any Nation under the Sunne, 
it ary at all, that cat equall ours in the ſlanghter of ſo many. 
Sunts in a formall, judiciary way. Now if {o be you wovld take 
the guilt of thee away from the Nation. as there- ought to be 2. 
Nz10nall confeſion and reformentcn of them. and frong appli- 
an of Chrils bloed,6y prayer of faith for atonement, repre» 
ented by the elders killing of the Hey fer for the expiationot an 
winowm murder, Dewt,21.4+ ſo there mutt be execution of 
jutzement upon the {{gnghrerers of the Saines, For if the blood: 
0 ne man, and he a wicked man, unjulily ſhed, will bring finne 
woo an whole Nation; til! it be done away by the blood of tim 
that ſhed it, as we may ſee Numb.35.23. How ranch more will 
tie blood of ſo many holy Martyrs cruelly (laine for Chrifts ſake. 
wut cur Nation; ng, aſſuredly God. will cleanſe the _ 
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that he hath not cleanied. Now (right Honourable ) becaule you 
-2rnot reach the c14 perſecutors, doe jultice upon their ſaccetor 
tht have revived all cherr tinnes, 

T iis 15 of peciall moment to Ray a plagne ; Fhmeha execmet 
judgement and the plague was layed, Numb. 25. Pſal, 166.79, 
Search (faith the Lord) and ſee rf you can find a man in Jerh-

If you wovid rat have 
God execute judgement upon us 31l (tor when men faile rodce 
it, Gad at lalt will doe ic) taen doe you execute judgement fot

There be other Uſes to be made of this doArine, that conceme 
nor telyes. that we may be fitted and prepared tor ſuch a fonne 
and earth- quake and hnd mercy in it : as, 

God having revealed and threatned it we ruſt beleeve it; ! 
lay beleeve it. I ſay againe cordially beleeve ir. This 1 count 4 
point of higheſt importance ; the true and diligent ule of all 6- 
ther meanes depending thereupon, This taich will breed teare 
(for as faith in a promiſe will breed confidence, to faith wi 
threatning will breed feare) and feare w1ll put a man uponthe 
{lrong ute of a!l meanes of prevention of a plague, or of pronh 
avainlt ir, Thetrue reaſon why wicked men doe not feare divine 
-omminations, and to why they forſake not finne, embrace rot 
Chrilt, nor uſe other meanes of eſcaping, is becauſe they beleere 
them not : For were they cordially perſw24ed of the certainty 
the threats of the Word they dar(t not continue in finne, and 
front Heaven as they doe : And the reaſon why they beleeve not 
the threats of the Word, is the Arheiſme ofcherr hearts. making 
them deny Gods holmeſle. juſtice, &c. to make a ſlight matte 
of finne and of the Word forbidding and threatning finne ; the) 
will helceve its threatnings when they lee them, 7ſa. 5.19. 8M 
heard betore. 

I hadonce thonght to have paſſed by this point, becauſe tho

horne by his fide, to ſet a marke upon the fore-heads of the men 
that ſigh and cry for all the abominations that are done inthe 
middeit of Jeruſalem when he was about to deſtroy it, Ez4, 
9- 4. Becanſe 7o/ahs heart melced when he heardof the ſerver: 
denunciat ons of God's anger again(t the Land for the ſinne: 
thereof ; therefore had he a ſpecia!l promite made him of beirg 
£4 hered to hv fathers in pe e, fore thoſe judgements ſhould be 
execued 2 Chron, 34-27 28.

head were a fountaine of teares, that he might weepe abundant. 
ly for their pride. &c- Sometimes, that be had never beene 
borne ; he cryes out that he was deceived, and that God had 
deceived im ; for when he was ient to them armed with 
Gods commiſſion, he thought every one would have Rtvoped 
to his Meſlage, bur he found all contrary ; (God often makes 
ule of his Servants and Mimiteris to ſach purpoles as they 
thinke not of ) bur yer he conſtantly held it out for God to 
the end, as his Hiſtory ſhewerh, What was the iſſue > Ar 
aft, when the City was taken, all the great Princes and Prieſts 
ſhine, and the Nation captivated , the King of Bab1/ons chiefe 
Capraine takes him our ot priſon, knockes off bis fetters that 
the Jewes had put upon him, ſets him at liberty. offers him his 
choyce whether he would goe to Baby/on, with promiſe of all 
kind ofage there, or Hay in the Land of J«dab, tel's him the 
Whole I and was before him. gives him a reward and (o dil- 
miſſerh him. Now who but jeremy? how glad wou'd Zede. 
kb the King have beene, if bur halfe this kindneſle had 
deene offered to him > Well , let us remembcr to praftice 
tus duty,

Aiter the Lord had made a great defirnution in 
the Nation among the (1nners, as we {ce 1n the verie before; In 
that day. that is, after that, ſaith the Lord, I will ra'ſc up the ta 
bernacle if David. which us fallen, &c, ſee allo Zeph. 1.8, 9,to, 
11 12, Zeyh.13-8 9. 

It was (0 inthe land of Ca*aas, after the Rormes of eAgyyp 
and the Wilderneſſe ; and in J«dah, after the captivity of Bahy. 
lon, the Lord made his peop e take rooting downwards, and bring 
forth ſruu upwards ; it will be io and that more then ever, -when 
the earth-quake ſhall have ſhaken downe Antichriſts King. 
dome, 

Wherein (hall this great reſtauration and reformation of the 
Charchconiilt ? 

In the fruition and enjoyment of certaine priviledges, ſach 
as the Church hath 'not at other times, at lea!t not wn the like 
deeree. 

The Priviledgesare of two ſorts; Privative and Poſitive, 

The Church (hall be freed from the inundation of prophane. 
neſſe, with which it hath beene miſerably annoyed, leavened and 
infeted before. Such ſhall be the piery and ftrictnefleof the go- 
vernment Eccleſiaſticall and Civill, that there ſhall not enter im 
tothe Church m any wiſe, any thing that defileth, Rev.11.27. 

She ſhall be purged from errors, ſuperſticioo, idolatry, falſe 
and formal! worſhip. Ir is ſufficient to prove it. that we finde no 
ſuch thing mertioned in the Scriptures that ſpeake of the ſtate 
of the Church in the laſt times, beſides what harch beene (aid 
already, and ſhall be by and by. During Antichrifſts reigne, men 
have beene. and (till are. fo zealous and tenacious ot their old 
mumpfmuſes, chey can in no wife indure to heare of parting 
with them ; like M:c4h of mount Ephraim, Judg.18. 23: 24- 
that follewed after the Danites, crying and complaining ; they 
turned ahour, and asked him what he ayled, Te have taken 474 
my gods (ſaunh he ) which I made. and wy prieſt (which he him- 
{elfe had conſecrated for a prieſt) wbo ſhould have bleſſed ms, 
and doe you aiks me what [ ajle ? What bave I more! 1 fr 
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telt I had as lieve you had taken away all that I have. So it is 
with che men 0! our generation : from theſe things ſhall the 
Church then be treed. . 

She ſhall have exemption from oppreſſion and perſecution 
beth Civill and Eccleiafticall ; God ſhalt W:pe Away all teares 
from the Samts eyes, and there ſhall be no motf& death, neuher for.

There bz two reaſons of thele privative priviledges,

zcalc ar the heart, heavenly afﬀfcCtions, ſutable to the life 
and ſpirit of the Word, will naturally produce it without 
ſtraining, 

The people were ableto ſay then, by their own happy 
experience, that our Saviour Chriſt raught; ciZwiar ix.01 » 45 
one haying authority, andnor asthe Scribes and Phariſees, 
choſc dll DoRors of the Law, that were never able to 
keep Moſes chaire warme, but cold Sermons made bold 
ſinners.

But oh how ſavoury doe words conv&ffom graceful! 

lips and agratious heart, how doe they carry with them 
the very breathings of Gods owne mouth ? how doe 
they warme the coldeſt hearrs, and quicken the deadeſt {pi- 
rics ? A man may deliver marter, otherwiſe beyond exc 
tion, yer ſo withour zeale and affetion, as to occaſion the 
moſt inflamed attention,to chill into tepidity ; and the con- 
ſcientious hearer, to bee haunted with wotull diſtraRtions , 
ſo as ſuch juſtly fall underthar blunt cenſure of a Coun- 
triman; This man may bee a profound Scholar, but 
hee wants 2 good beetle, to cleave out our knotty tim- 
ber, our green wood muſt bee better: blown or it willnot 
burne ; Here is our way then, firſt, co Preach ro our ſelves, 
and work up our own affeRtions, as Paw/ would have Ti- 
metby, cra7 7:60, ſtirre up the gift that is in thee;cvery one 
get fre firſt upon his own hearth, and ſo hee ſhall bee bet- 
terableto kindle it on others, doe as Cocks, firſt rouze out 
lelves,and then awaken others.

Tis truely {aid,thar 
every one is 2 coale, if hee bee a living coale, hee will inlt- 
venothers, if a dead coale, hee will ſully others ; It was 
ourSaviours charge to Perer,thou being converted, &c.and 
every true Diſciple will own this duty as direted to him- 
ſelfe; and as one candle lights another, ſo Grace where ic 
5,will indevour to kindle Grace where it is not.and where- 
loever there is life, there is a ſeminary alſo of generation, 
and the more excellent the life is, the more pregnant 
to propagate irs kinde. The Holy Ghoft came down wee 
know in fiery tongues, the tongue a,member made for com- 
munication,fire the moſt aRtive of al clements. And indeed 
if the devils agents bee boutifues and incendiaries, why 
ſhould not men truely zealous, chiefely miniſters bee, as 
Gregory compares, like glowing iron upon the Smiths An-

vill, caſting thejz;light and heat round abour, 


Secondly, this exhorting others, is no trick which 
uſe, a cleanly put off of duties from themſelyes, to take 
ſtrangers,as Phareab, and caſc his own people, and as the 
Phariſces lay heavy burdens on mens ſhoulders : Caſa; 
word was vente, not 1c, likethat of Gideon, look owme 
and doe likewile. 

Ic is but a dull kind of teaching, to ſay, and not ta doe, 
gary i527, a filent worke is the beſt Rhetorick, andthe re- 
all is more perſwaſive then the verball Sermon, 

Miracles, ſay ſome, were the bells that rolled in hearers 
tothe Apoſtles Sermons, good converſation comes in now 
in the placc ot Miracles, theſe Harbingers muſt make wa 
and get intertainment for our doGrine, elſe our bad lives 
will quite diſcredit our great learning, as many loathe the 
good light of a candle for the noylumetallows ſake. That 
was Chriſts method juſt, hee did and raught, a Prophet 
mighty in deed and word: great ſpeakers little doers, are 
ſome, mighty talkers meane walkcrs,cxhortations are but 
dead things, the mans example muſt pur lite into his Do- 
Arine,then Boanerges come kindly, when lightning follows 
thunder, when the word of hfe, and the lite of the word 
goec together, Here the man of God that exhorts others to 
pray, 15 firſt at his deyvowon, Feace bee withinthy walls, 

Butthis by the way, as the firſteſlayes of this dayes er- 
rand. I ſhall keep my felfe, God inabling mec,withinthe 
boundaries of this corollary and doQtinall concluſion , as 
main ſubje& of my inſuing Diſcourſe, and the tull reſult 
of the Text, 

The Peace of the Church of God, is a choyce bleſſing much 
tobee deſired of all the true Members of it : and prayer is aſpecial 
meanes to obtain it: O pray. 

We will firſt examine the thing which is here ſingled out, 
as a choyce lubjeRt of Praycr,and ſce whether it bee a mat- 
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er indeed worthy ſo great a motive, O pray for the

The Proverbe faith, Als not gold that glifters, ſoallis 
nor Peace that appeares fo, all pretences of Peace are nor 
Peace; there is great crie and little wool, much ſcemi 
concord and agreement in the World, that deſerves nor 
the name of Peace , fuch Peace as is not worththe wetting 
ones finger,or the ſpending ones breath , much lefle ones 
blood to purchaſe and enjoyit ; Honourable Worthies, 
God hath made you mount up upon Eagles wings, and you 
| arc lowne too hugh, to be brought downe by any tempting 
Jure ; though the bait bee pleaſant, rake heed of the hooke, 
wehave been well beatro1t ,, in our greedinefle let's not be 
cozened like children with Counters for current money, 
To find out the right, our way will bee to caſt by the coun- 
terfeits of Peace, And, 

Fult, there is a Satawicall Pearce, for the Devils areprovi- 
dent to maintaine outward Peace, even where there is no 
order but all confuſion, left their kingdom ſhould come to 
anend; {0 one Beare will kennel with another, and rhe very 
Cannibals uſe not to eax them of their owne Country. And 
0 that this Conſideration ſhould not ſhame the moſt unng- 
turall oppoſites of this Land, that without all regard of 
Nature, Nation, or Religion, imbrewrtheir hands in each 
others blood,rhat Proteſtants and Profeſſors, bred up in the 
principles of the ſame Religion, 8 walking all their lite long 
inthe Houſe of God as fricads,hould be reezed on to more- 
deadly tewd, then between a Jew and Samaritan then,or a 
Turke and a Chriſtian at this day : we were ſometimes 
branded for a Kingdome of Devils, and now we arcleſle 
penn then thoſe infernall Spirits, the foundations will 

ethrown down,and what hath the righteous done * 

Secondly, there is a Heathemſb Peace,when men for their 

credur lake will not ſeem contentious, 
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Hieruſalem,or 4 Viſion of Peace, 
Thirdly,there is a Braſh Peace, when people conſent 
ther ia beaſtly behaviour, becauſe they know no berter 
Fourthly , there is F#das Peace, who held agree. 
ment with the Apoftles, becauſe he bare the bag, __ 
by Chnits lervice. 

Fifthly, there is Tyranwioalt Peace, when men wn 
awedand kept under patience perforce, as the poore'Iſre. 
lites under the Egyptian Task-maſters , and for very tear 
are conſtrained to agree. 

Sixthly, there is Herods Peace, for he and Pilate which 
were ſecret foes, yet agreed tegether againſt Chriſt. 

Sevenchly, and laſtly , there is the Peace of Sampſon; 
Foxes which were tyed together by the tailes , bur all ther 
heads wereloole, and every one looked a feverall way; 
you may ſoon diſcover here the Peace of our adverſaries, 
the agreement of Arheiſts and Papilts, Prieſts and Prelates, 
Iriſh Rebells, and Engliſh Traytors, to ruine- Church and 
Common-wealth , wee may read the Pedegree of Popul 
Peace and Unity , Rewes {ureſt note of the Church , but 
though Babylons may , yet Feruſalems Peace is not found 
here: and I may lay of them, as Samwel of Feſſes ieven Sons, 
the Lord hath choſen noxe of theſe. Heathens could fay, 
there was no true friend(hip but among the good; and 
Chriſtians believe as an article of their Faith , no commw- 
nion bur of Saints; there is no Peace, faith God,tothe 
wicked: as Fehs (aid to png 2p 4s Ian 5 were 
Peace, What Peace ſo long 4s the whoredomes of thy Mother 
Free &c, 

The People ſay forathing to the matter,in their deſcripti- 
on of peace F/.1.44.that our ſons may grow up as plants, 
butthe chiefe ingredient is wanting here ; and therefore 
upon the acclamation of the common ſort, crying up this 
outward proſperity as the moſt deſirable appineſſ iache 
world; Happy is the people that is in fucha oy 
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Greek turneth it;they'count the people happyrhat hath theſe 
chings: the Prophet ſubjoyneth by way - "Arn wen 
ther (cntence, oppoſed to all this outward felicity, Happy 
rather is the people whole God is Jehovah. 

God then muſt be one in this hely League , he muſt bee 
principall, he muft rhinke thoughts of. mercy rowards his 
people, he muſt ſpeake peace unto them, he muſt be recon- 
ciled to us through Chniſt ur eternall Peacemaker. 

And then ſecondly, we muſt be at Peacewith God, Fol- 
ln Peace and holineſſe, laith the Apoſtle , without holineſſe 
thereis no peace: Sin ſeparates us, Faith reunites us : 
0 knit my heart unto thee, was Davids Prayer, ſo Chriſt 
muſt ingratiate us intothe favour of his beavenly Father, 
God muſt enter Covenant with man, and man muſt be in 
good termes with his God by faith,repentance,obedience, 
or there i5no Peace. 

Thirdly, there muſt be a ſweet agreement berweene 
Prince and People, a gracious accord too of the people a- 
mong themſelves, knit rogerherinthe inviolable bonds of 
loyalty and love, ' neither entoiled with civill broiles at 
home, nor infeRed with hoſtile inrodes from without ,” all 
profeſſing and maintaining that one eternall Truth, which is 
both Mother and Nurſe of Peace: Such a Peace as was 
enjoyed in the dayes of Solomon, when Fudah and Tract 
d a ſafely every one under his Vine, and under his Fig- 
tree, from Dan even ro Beerſhebas, And in the daies of Con- 
fantine, when there was filence in Heaven for the ſpace of 
halfe an houre, and the ſweet odours of the Prayers of the 
Saints aſcended up as a cloud. Bur a ſhorrer and more full 
definition of Peace we cannot have then Paul gives us, 
1 Tim, 2.2, That we may lead 4 quiet and peaceable life in all 
godlineſſe and honeſty, Here it is, a quiet and peaceable life 
nall godlinefſe and honeſty, otherwiſe we may buy ( as 
pold too deare,ſo)our Peace,evill conditions,as bad ingre- 
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dients are able to imbirter this ſweet bleffing and tame i; 
intoa curſc, Balaam may ingrotle the promotions of Ms. 
ab, as the temporizing Clergy of late the dignities of our 
Church,but upon ſaucy termes, they muſt come then and 
curſe 1ſrael,and they muſt build Altarsthe better to effeRir, 
as it were with Bell, Bookc, and Candle , AGcaiah may 
have the Court favours, but he muſt frame his mouththea 
tothe flattering veins, and comply with the falſe P 
igcarrying on the King with lying viſions to his deſtrud- 
0n;Eliah nimielt need not deſpaire of being Chaplaininor. 
dinary toQueen /eJ abel,could he bur bare of his fiery zeale, 
and tak: the Pricſts of Baal for his Camerades. Heradtha 
fox will reverence /ohn Baptiſt, and heare him gl&dly, ifhe 
will not mcddle with his Hero&:z45., Thoſe Boanerys 
which che times favour] not might bee betrer accepted, 
would chey thunderleſſe, and not lift up their voice like 4 
Trumpet,that carnal! men cannot ſleep on for them ſecure- 
= their ſinnes. Theſe cocksare agreart diſturbanceto 
owlic Sybarites, they cannnot away with the unleaſons- 
ble clamours of ſuch wakeful! birds, Bur we that are the 
Lords remcmbrancers muſt not kerp filence rhough we be 
Elcnc'efor it , we muſt hold our faith , and hold the truth, 
hold our profeſſion, and hold a good conſcience, but not 
hold our peace: O'tis the baſeſt renure in all che World 
for any Miniſter to hold by , ro held his living, or hold 
his tavour , hold his Peace by holding his peace, And 
{o for publike peace, Nahaſh the Ammonite will make 2 
Covenant with the men of Jabeſh Gilead , upon condiuen 
ke may thruſt out al their right eyes,the Popes condition jult, 
upon which he admirs blinded Proſclyres intothe commu: 
ron of his Church, 


AeJekiah may make his Peace with Senacherib, it 
hee will rake lavery with his haves os yrias pou 
with his chaine of gold, and become « T = 
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ſome moderate men thinke that agood motion for contro- 
verfics in Religion, which the falſe Mother made tor the 
living c{.uilde, Neither mine nor thine, but let it bee divided, 
Upon ſuch termes I doubtnor, the Church of Exz/and,and 
the Church of Reme,Proteſtancy, and Popery might ſoon 
bee reconciled, would wee renounce our moſt Orthodox 
hereſizs , and come home to the un-erring Councell of 
Trent, Chriſts Kingdome would bee more quiet, would he 
ad-nit rivalls, and compeeres with him in his Throne, and 
ſuff-r Ro nes Saints to fit cheek by choul at his right hand, 
and at his left, asche Theeves upon the Crofle, to rob him 
of 1115 honor, or would his faithtul modeſt (poule bur drefle 
her (elfe after the garb of the Skarler whore, in that gariſh 
arte ; ſhze might finde more favour in her fight. Hols- 
fernes would hurt none that would ſerve the King of Baby- 
lon: no more will the JeluiteFinfeſt thoſe kingdomes that 
will worthip their great /ta{1an Idoll, and bee ſtigmatized 
w.th the marke of the Beaſt ; andif this bee it, wee were 
beſt rake a neer:r cut unto the Devill tor a boon, and as 
the miſerable Indians fal down and worſhip the toule fend, 
that hee may nor hurt us, appeaſe and pleale him, that hee 
may bee quiet; rather when his conditions are ever moſt 
bale, and hee drawes after him ſuch a Dragons tayle of 
camn'd Idolatry, $i cec:deris, Though hee ſhould offer 
us all the king domes of the world,the devil and all;our an- 
Iweris madealready: Avoid Satan, get thee behinde mee, 
thou foule fiend hold thy peace, thy kingdomes, thy mo- 
nie, thy peace periſh with thee. And how much better 
Wereit, to have a biting Gofpell, then a toothleſle Malle, 
1 Bradford (aid; to fit under the ſaddeſt ſhade of rhe true 
Vine, even weeping, then to frollick ic under the greeneſt 
Irees, and moſt « Oakes of Idolatry, the peoplc 
lu dovneto cate and to drinke, and roſe up to play; to 
enjoy Chriſt,though with the croſſe and perſecution, then 

ro 
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ro live under Antichriſt in all manner of temporall proſye- 
rity, Better the Kingdome were troubled with the Popes 
leaden Bulls, then his golden Calves, and fell under the 
curſe of a man of finne, then the wrath of a jealous God, 
you like not I preſume, thoſe hot gleames of Sunne-lhine, 
which carry fierce ſtormes and tempeſts at their heeles, 
like your Jucid intervalls, lightnings as they call them, 
in ſicke folkes, ſeconded with pangs of death, a ſhort 
truce that brings after it long troubles : in a word, bet- 
ter have a holy and a juft warre, than an irreligious, 
diſ-honourable and unſafe Peace, betrer want the 
_ of the Goſpel,then not have with it the Goſpel of 
cace. 

It was CMwuſlins wiſh to ſec, Romam in flore, Pawlum in ot, 
Chriſlum in corpore, | Engliſh it thus, the Church in it 
flower, the Word in its power, cach man in his Bower; 
ſuch happy times were to bee wiſhed indeed, when s; hte- 
ouſneſſe and peace kiſſe each other, then it is right indced; 
when God raiſeth up Kings to bee nurſing Fathers, &c, 
when hecſendsin mercy Princes after his own heart, and 
ſets up Davids, Solomons, HeFekiahs, to preſerve the 
E -—"_— totheir charge,in Wealth, Peace, and 

eſle, 

And now that you have ſcen what Peace is, you will 
quickly yerceive that ir is not incident ro all Common- 
wealths, it is a choyce bleſſing, and fit for none but the 
choyceſt Subjet, Feruſalem : To ſpeak properly, Peace 
15 no where to bee found, but inthe true Church : Hiew 
ſalem is2 City thatis at unityin it ſelfe : Verity is the bond 
of Unity, neicher can they bee truely one, that are not 
one in Truth. Theunity of other Kingdomes and Com- 
monwcalrhs, all ſocicties in the world beſide, is but the 
agreement of Simeon and Levi, Brethren in iniquity, the 


tuendſhip of Herod and Pilate to crucific Chriſt, but a conſe- 
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deracy, or conſpiracy rather, againſt the Lord and his An- 
noinred; wee muſt pray againſt this Peace, as dangerous 
and deſtruſtive to Hieruſalem, with David, break the 
arme of the wicked, Lord turne the Counſell of Achite- 
phel1ato fooliſhneſſe, Say of it as Facob of his ſons, bloo- 
dy riot, O my foule, come not thou into their ſecret , 
and unto their Aſlemblies, mine honour bee thou nor w- 
nited. 

Now Hieruſalem the true Church, a1d the Members 
thereof, though they canner looſe inward Peace, Chriſts 
Legacy to them, My Peace I give unto you , yet they 
may forfeit ourward peace : O that thou hadit hearkened 
tomy Commandements, then had thy peace beene «s a 
River, 1/2. 43. 18 How ſhould one chaſe a thouſand, and 
two pur ten thouſand to flight, except their Rock had ſold, 
Dew. 32. 30. Sin 1s & perpetuall make-bare berween God 
end men,and men among themſelves. Our Nationall fins, 
_ glurrony, drunkenneſle, ſwearing, whoring, Sab- 

uh-breaking, our negleR and lighting of the meanes 
of grace, our non-proficiency,atrer fo my ſtanding in the 
Schoole of Chriſh, our though more ſcience, yet leſle 
conſcience then of:darker times, our ſcorntull contemptof 
the pawerof godlineſſe, and trampling under our profanc 
eere, the deſpiſed profeſſion of fincerity, our ſuperſtiri- 
ons, i4olacry, form, perfunorineſſe,ncurrality,lukwarm- 
neſſe, will-worſhip, and that univerſall loathing of the 
heavenly Manna of the Word, in the people of the Land, 
their hankering and longing after the traſh and trumpery 
of [pirituall Babylon, as the Garlick and Onions of eXeypt: 
Theſe and many other Epidemicall finnes loudly crying to 
Heaven for vengernce, provoked God tolet looſe Satan, 
to ſtirre us up enemies abroad,and to ſow too, Cadms-like, 
his Serpents teeth at home, which have ſprung up into 2 


banefull crop of armed men: bur beſfidesthe curled agen- 
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cie of theſe known incendiaries , to put a period to or 
Peace, many pernicious inſtruments,clole FaQtors for Rome 
and Hell, were deep!y ingaged to imbroile theſe happy 
united Kingdomes in the uncouth milenies of Civill warres: 
tothis end they intoice ſundry Popiſh innovations, and 
lay upon the pecpic 1cavy burdens ot illegalltaxcs and in 
puſiuons; too well verſt in that maxi;me of Machiavellin 
policy. Divide impera:and the ſtory cf Scilurus the Scyths. 
an, who upon his death-bed raught his foureſcore ſonnes, 
the force of unity, bya faggor ot rods, very ſtrong, when 
tyed in bundles, but when taken aſunder eafily broken, 
theſe engines, they ,might bee confident, would work their 
ends, grating upon mens Religion, and libertie, they well 
knew they thould touch them in their Free-holds, touch 
themto the quick, this, if any thing would ſtartle their pa- 
rience, to ſtand out pro ars & focus. In this hurliburly, 
diſſentions, and diſtractions of all forts, they had reaſon 
to belceve an eaſe inlet would bee made to Forun Powers 
to inthrall this brave Kingdome under the tyranny of the 
Spaniſh pride, and toinflave the free borne Burgeſſes of the 
New Feruſalem with the intolerable yoake of the moſt Un- 
chriſtrian and Antichriſtian Sea of Rome. 

Many inferiour agents , and ſubordinate inſtruments 
which were imployed,( as the Monkey in the Fable made 
uſe of the Cars foot ) though they had intermediate ſcopes 
of their owne, and thoſe bad enough, yet I verily beleeve, 
they knew not the main ends of their own motions, The 
grand Proy Rors knew, the old Greyes knew the cubs, the 
young Foxcs did not , green heads, ſhallow braines, they

Coaſts. And oh that ever this kingdome, ſuch nm" 
nc 
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ned Goſhen as this, ſhould hatch or harbour ſuch blacke 
monſters, that would gnaw our the bowels of their own 
Mother, that ſo many Judaſſes ſhould vee found amongſt 
Chiiſts Di{ciples, ſo many talſe Sinons amongſt them thar 
protefle his name but ſolong as there ſhall beea D-vill in 
hell, and a Pope, thall I ſay, - at Reme? nay (ſo much 
ro0me fora Pope here, wee thall never want A:hitophels, 
and Ravilliacks , either heads to plot, or hands to aR 
moſt bloody deſignes againſt Church and Common- 
wealth. 

And indeed quantillum ab fuit ? the proud waters had 
well-ni,h gone over our ſoules, and poore England been 
made the fad Prologue of that bloody 1r:ſo Tragedy; and 
now the oddes 15 not great, God hath brought us upon the
